A Philadelphia judge on Monday 
sentenced the rapper Meek Mill to 
two to four years in prison for again 
violating his probation from a 2008 
drug and gun case, putting his career 
on hold for at least the next two 
years. 

The 30-year-old, Philadelphia-born 
Mill seemed stunned at the sentence 


from Common Pleas Court Judge 
Genece E. Brinkley, as were the doz- 
en or so supporters who gasped at 
her decision. 

“I gave you break after break, and 
you basically just thumbed your nose 
at this court,” Brinkley told Mill. She 
said Mill’s sentence would be served 
in state prison, where he would be 
eligible for state parole supervision 
after two years.

“Then IIl be done with you,” Brin- 
kley added. 

The judge ordered Mill immediate- 
ly taken into custody, and he quickly 
started removing his gold watch and 
other personal items and handing 
them to his lawyer, Brian J. McMona- 
gle, before sheriff’s deputies escorted 
him from the courtroom.

More than 260 years ago, Ben- 
jamin Franklin wired together a 
series of lead-lined glass panes 
to store electrical charge. He 
called his contraption a battery, 
and he coined two related 
terms that also remain in use 
today: positive and negative. 

What would he make of the 
early 21st century, when batter- 
ies are so lightweight and pow- 
erful that they can run pocket- 
size computers and wrist- 
mounted video screens? 

The man largely responsible 
for that revolution is coming in 
April 2018 to the museum that 
bears Franklin’s name.

enough, still electrifying his 
field at age 95, is the newest 
winner of the Franklin Insti- 
tute’s annual award in the field 
of chemistry, the museum an- 
nounced Tuesday. Seven other 
scientists are to receive awards 
for work in such diverse fields 
as genetics, computer net- 
works, and global warming. 
The elite group comes to Phila- 
delphia for a week of lectures 
and outreach, culminating with a 
black-tie ceremony April 19. And 
on one morning the scientists 
will stand behind tables laden 
with hands-on exhibits, fielding 
questions from any museum visi- 
tors who happen to walk by.

SUTHERLAND SPRINGS, Texas — The 
gunman who killed 26 people at a small-town 
Texas church had a history of domestic vio- 
lence and sent threatening text messages to 
his mother-in-law, a member of First Baptist, 
before the attack, au- 
thorities said Monday.

‘Let's go’: Barefoot 
neighbor hops in a 
truck and gives chase.

SUTHERLAND SPRINGS, Texas — A 
former National Rifle Association instructor 
who grabbed his rifle and ran barefoot 
across the street to open fire on the gunman 
who slaughtered 26 people at a small-town 
church was hailed as a hero Monday, along 
with the pickup truck driver who helped 
chase the killer down. 

Stephen Willeford, 55, said he was at his 
Sutherland Springs home Sunday when his 
daughter alerted him that she had heard 
gunfire at the First Baptist Church nearby. 
Willeford said he immediately retrieved his 
rifle from his weapon safe. 

“I kept hearing the shots, one after anoth- 
er, very rapid shots — just ‘Pop! Pop! Pop! 
Pop!’ — and I knew every one of those shots 
represented someone, that it was aimed at 
someone, that they weren’t just random shots,” 
Willeford said Monday during an interview
